OUR's of the gth Inſtant is before me. I am not in the leaſt ſurprized at the Majority 
V which Mr. Dunn had at an Aſſembly of Citizens on Thurſday faſt How could it be 
otherwiſe, when my Friends publickly declared that they would not attend ſuch a 
Meeting? I have received no Letter from Mr. Montgomery, or any other of thoſe Gentle- 
men, and am ſorry for it, becauſe I have not an Opportunity of telling them directly what 
I beg to tell them by your Means, to wit. | | . 

That I cannot reconcile to the Principles I have hitherto proceeded on, ari abandoning of 
that Party which I have till now eſpouied. 

That this Party was no other than that of the Free Citizens, aſſociated together in Op- 
poſition to the Board of Aldermen, and all Aldermanick Uſurpations. 

That I never did eſteem Mr. Alderman or Mr. Colonel Dunn to have been, or to be this 
Day, one of that Party. 

That I look upon it as very ſtrange Policy, for any Party-to bribe over to their Side any 
of the Party they have been in _— to; that this only tends to make that Party 
conſiderable, and their own deſpicable | 

That Mr. Dunn was as violent an Oppoſer in the Common Council to Lucas and me, and 
our Attempts to recover the Rights of the Citizens, as any Alderman at the Board; and 
unleſs he could, like the Apoſtle Paul, prove that a Miracle was wrought for his Conver- 
ſion, I never will believe the Sincerity of it. This does not in the leaſt impeach his Cha- 
racer, but, on the contrary, it leaves him with all his Virtues entire. He would not, I am 
ſure, be thought to be different from what he was in the Years 1740---------t758, the hu- 
mane, the good-natured, the generous, prudent, charitable, publick-ſpirited Diſſenter, but a 
patriot Common Council Man, a Free Citizen in Oppoſition to Aldermanick Power. A 
Churchman he was not, nor is, nor never will be, at leaſt ſuch a Free Citizen and Church 
Man as I was at that Time,----------am now,--------and I hope will be until my laſt Breath, 

Indeed, I look upon this Diviſion of the Party as a very unfortunate Thing, but I ſhould 
look upon their electing Mr. Dunn as not only unfortunate, but fatal. I cannot but con- 
ſider all the free Citizens who ſupport him, to have utterly renounced their Principles, and 
abandoned their old Cauſe. 


In ſhort, I muſt entreat you by all the Friendſhip you have profeſſed for me, by the un- 


bounded Truſt and Confidence which I repoſe in you, that you will not hearken to any Re- 
commendation-—-that you will attend the Poll---that you will every Day publiſh ſomething 
importing my Thanks to thoſe who have appeared on my Side, whether few or many, and 
repeat my reſolutions to ſtand the Poll till the laſt Day; if for no other Reaſon, that Poſ- 
terity may know the Names of thoſe who did dare to profeſs themſelves the laſt of a Party 
founded on Conſtitutional and Patriot Principles; and afterwards baſely deſerted by the moſt 
violent of its Partizans. Tell my fellow Citizens and repeat it daily, that I would prefer 
loſing my Election with a glorious fe Men of Reſolution and Spirit, to the gaining it by 
the Arts which may poſſibly prevail againſt me; the Diſgrace of my Repulſe will fall on 


me, and on me alone; but never can any thing but Honour be the Portion of thoſe who 


will have voted for the weakeſt, becauſe the moſt worthy Candidate.
